Coroner Thomas F. Callanan of 
St. Louis was indicted by a spe- 
ciai St. Charles county grand jury 
at St. Charles today on the charge 
of perjury in his testimony in the 
recent triai of Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty of St. Louis. 

Coroner Callanan is expected to 
appear in court to answer to the 
indictment within the next few 
days. If he is accompanied by an 
attorney, he will be arraigned on 
the perjury charge, and a date set 
fo- his trial. Bond will be fixed at 
‘the same time. If he appears with- 
out a lawyer, bond will be fixed, 
and a date for the arraignment 
will be fixed. The case is in Cir- 
cult Judge Theodore Bruere's 
court. 

The grand jury deliberated on 
the Callanan case from 10 a.m. 
until 2:15 p.m., before announcing 
the indictment. The principal wit- 
mess it heard was Maj. Curtis 
Brostron. inspector of police in 
St. Louis 

Callanan testified, in Dougher- 
ty’s trial in May, that Dougherty 
reported to him after leaving the 
ecene of an automobile accident. 
The defense endeavored to show 


that this was a compliance with 
the law. Brostron, however, testi- 
field that Callanan, several days 
later, told Brostron that he knew 
nothing of Dougherty’s accident 
until he read of it in the news- 
papers. 
Perjury committed in a>» felony 
is punishabte, 
tes, by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary from two to seven 


years. . 

In addition to Brostron, other 
witnesses were Circuit Clerk Earl 
Sutton of St. Charles county; for- 
mer Maj. Maurice Mulcahy of the 
&t. Louis Police Department, and 
Mrs. Lillian Powell, court reporter 
Guring the Dougherty trial. The 
sheriff was convicted of leaving 
the scene of an accident and was 
sentenced to one year in jail and 
fined $100. 

Each of the witnesses was in 
the grand jury room approxi- 
mately 15 minutes.

Yesterday's 102 an 11- 
Year Top—Cool Front 
Is Moving Slowly in 
This Direction. 


Some relief from the extreme 
heat by tomorrow morning was 
promised today by Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren, as the tem- 
perature rose to 101 degrees at 
4 o’clock this afternoon. 

Today was the fifth consecutive 
day of 100-degree temperatures 
and the sixth time this summer 
the ‘thermometer has reached 100. 
Tomorrow morning’s low should 
be about 75 and the highest to- 
morrow afternoon about 94, Wahl- 
gren said. ; 

Two more deaths in which heat 
exhaustion was a major factor 
were reported today, making a to- 
tal of 11 since the torrid weather 
arrived last week. 

Luther Byrd, 50 years old, a news 
vendor, 2212A East Broadway, 
East St. Louis, collapsed at 7:20 
o'clock this morning and died 
about two hours later at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, East St. Louis. 

Uil T. Rabb, 51, 2020 Iowa street. 
Granite City, was overcome yester- 
day while working at. the Army 
Engineers’ Depot in Granite City, 
where he was employed as a me- 
chanic, He died last evening at St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital, Granite City. 

At least 14 more persons were 
overcome by the heat today and 
yesterday. 

Yesterday was the hottest day 
here in 11 years, The temperature 
climbed to 102 degrees at 5:45 
p.m. the hottest since Aug. 26, 
1936, when the maximum was 
102.3. 

After reaching the record read- 
ing for the year, the temperature 
dropped slowly to 101 at 6 p.m., 
99 at 7, and then fell a degree 
or two each hour until it stood 
at 90 at midnight. The slow fall 
continued during the early morn- 
ing hours and at 7 o’clock this 
morning the temperature was 82. 
Then began another rapid rise. 

Wahilgren’s forecast was partly 
cloudy skies and a temperature 
not quite so warm tonight and to- 
morrow. There was a likelihood

That Aided Fish-Killing Organisms 


CLEARWATER, Fila. Aug. 6 
(‘AP)—The smelly collection of 
dead fish killed by the so-called 
“red tide” moved north and west 
off the Florida coast today. A 
northwest breeze began blowing 
strong enough to bring new heaps 


of fish on some of the vacation- 
land beaches, ‘ 

Dr. Franklin E. Campbell, Pinel- 
las county health director, said 
foul smelling gas was rising from 
an organism — dinoflagellate— 
which the agent blamed for killing 
tons of gulf fish. He said the gas 
caused coughing and nausea, 

An aerial observer flying over 
the huge mass of fish with its 
reddish tinged waters reported 
portions of* the collection was 


nearing Honeymoon Isle, three 
miles off shore. 

* The head of the mass drifting 
slowly along the coast was beyond

Anclote light off Tarpon Springs, 
about 18 miles north of here. 

Scientists studying ‘the cause of 
the fish destruction say they don't 
know what has caused the abun- 
dant growth of the dinoflagellate 
except possibly increased mineral 
supplies in the water. e 

An earthquake or violent dis- 
turbance, they say, could have 
loosed minerals in the Gulf of 
Mexico. These minerals rising to 
the top could have enriched the 
surface waters and multiplied the 
growth of the micro organisms, 

Another theory is that streams 
emptying into the gulf from: lands 
on which phosphate is mined have 
carried minerals, 

Still another belief—projected 
principally by commerciay fisher- 
men—is that the Army dumped 
huge quantities of poison gas into 
the gulf when {ft deactivated air- 


FORD TO LAY OF 
51,000: RESULT OF 
PARTS SHORTAGE 


Company to Suspend As- 


/ semblies Until Aug. 12 


—Lacks Supplies From 
Strikebound Firm. , 


DETROIT, Aug. 6 (AP)—Some 
51,000- Ford“Motor“G@eG CIO em- 
ployes, whose union officers called 
off a scheduled strike yesterday, 
faced a week's layoff today be- 
cause of a parts shortage. 

The company, announcing al) as- 
sembly operations would be halted 
until Aug. 12 after today’s shift is 
completed, said it lacked body 
parts from the Murray Corp. of 


America. 

The Murray plants have been 
strikebound almost two weeks by 
a dispute similar to the one that 
nearly brought on a walkout of 


United Auto Workers’ demand for 
immunity from lawsuits under the 
Taft-Hartley labor law. 

Ford and the union, in an-agree- 
ment reached only eight hours be- 
fore walkout would have taken 
place, decided to work out their 
differences on the Taft-Hartley 
problem in conferences that could 
last up to a year. 

The Ford shutdown, affecting 
35,000 Detroit area employes and 
16,000 others in branch plants 
across the country, brought to 565,- 
500 the total number of Ford em- 
ployes made idle by the Murray 
strike. - About 4500, employed on 
Mercury a.« Lincoln assembly 
lines, were laid off July 25. 

The UAW-CIO, representing the 
7000 striking Murray workers, has 
demanded a clause in its contract 
to protect the union against dam- 
age suits permitted the employer 
under the new labor law in the 
case of “wildcat” strikes, 

In accepting the compromise 
agreement om its immunity de- 
mand from Ford, the union 
pointed out that the strike threat 
had not been withdrawn. How- 
ever, there will be no new walk- 
out deadline before Aug. 14, if at 
all, said Richard T. Leonard, 
union vice president and director 
of the UAW Ford department. 

About 27,000 auto workers in 
10 Detroit plants were idle today 
in scattered walkouts attributed

that a “fifth column” has risen 
in the Paraguayan capital of 
Asuncion and thata street fight- 
ing is in progress between the 
rebels and hard-pressed support- 
ers of President Higinio Morinigo. 
Paraguayan rebel columns -were 
said to be rapidly approaching 
Asuncion, 

There were indications that the 
Paraguayan civil war might be 
reaching a climax: as a result of 
a daring maneuver in which the 
rebels abandoned their capital of 
Concepcion and raced across 
country to threaten Asuncion be 
fore oringo could bring up 
troops to defend his capital.

Distance Talk With Plane Builder About 
Airline Merger, However. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
With both under oath, Howard 
Hughes charged and Senator 
Brewster (Rep.), Maine, chairman 
of the Senate War Investigating 


Committee, denied today that the 
Senator once offered a “deal” to 
call off a senatorial inquiry into 
Hughes’s warplane contracts. 

Brewster took the stand before 
a Senate war investigating suZb- 
committee a few minutes after 
Hughes, airplane builder and 
movie producer, had made the 
charge before the same group. 

Hughes said Brewster made 
such a proposition to him in a 
Washington hotel the week of 
Feb. 11, 1947. 

Brewster offered, Hughes de- 
clared, to have the hearings 
dropped if Hughes would agree to 
merger of the Trans World air- 
lines, which he controls, with Pan 
American Airways. 

Brewster said he entertained 
Hughes at a luncheoon in his hotel 
apartment and ‘paid $8.80 out of 
my own pocket.’ 


This remark as to the cost ob- 


viously was a reference to the 
testimony of John Meyer, 
Hughes's publicity man, that he 
spent large sums entertaining 
government officials. 


“It seems inconceivable to me 
that anyone could seriously con- 
template that anyone who has 
been in public life as long as I 
have—in the State Legislature, as 
Governor, in the Heuse and the 
Senate—could, on’ such short ac- 
quaintance with Hughes... make 
so bald a proposition as he here 
describes,” Brewster said. “It 
sounds gnore like Hollywood than 
it does Washington.” 

Pau..ng for a few 
Brewster said: 

“I can assure you that I never 
did” ; 

Brewster acknowledged, how- 
ever, that he and Hughes talked 
by long distance telephone last 
March 3 about “merger” of TWA 
with Pan American.

COTTON GREDIT 
TO HUNGARY BY 
U, CANCELED 


Marshall Announces Ac- 
tion as Result of Some 
of Country’s’ Officials 
Being Exiled,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall announced today that the 
Export-Import Bank has canceled 
a $7,000,000 cotton credit to Hun- 
gary because some of the Hun- 
garian officials in whom ‘the bank 
had confidence have been exiled 
by the Communist coup d'etat. 

Marshall disclosed this action 
at his news conference when 
asked if the United States has 
decided what attitude to take to- 
ward the Communist-dominated 
Hungarian Government. 

He said no special decisions had 
been arrived at and that the only 
action—“if it can be called that” 
—~was the cancellation of the cot- 
ton credit on July 31. 

The cotton credit was negotiated 
on April 30, before the Communist 
coup. Marshall said the cancella- 
tion was a result of these consid- 
erations: 

1. Some of the negotiators of the 
credit have been exiled, 

2.Two Hungarian banks to 
which credit was extended are 
now threatened with nationaliza- 
tion. 

3. The Hungarian cotton situa- 
tion appears to have changed, 
favorably for, Hungary, since the 
credit was negotiated. 

It was disclosed in Budapest 
that the State Department had 
instructed the United States lega- 
tion there to send a third note to 
the Hungarian Government con- 
cerning the arrest of Stephen Thu-

SECURITY COUNCIL 
PLAN ON BALKANS 


Compromise Calling on 4 
Nations to ‘Do Their 
Utmost’ to Settle Dis- 
putes Beaten, 9 to 2. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Aug. 6 
(UP)—The United Nationg Secur- 
ity Council today rejected Poland's 
compromise proposals for settling 


the Balkans dispute without any 
direct intervention by the U.N. 

The vote was 9 to 2, with only 
Poland and Russia supporting the 
proposal which Poland introduced 
after Russia vetoed the United 
States plan for a long-range U.N. 
Balkans commission and the ma- 
jority turned down Russia’s coun- 
terplan., 

The Polish’ resolution simply 
called on Albania, Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia and Greece to “do their ut- 
most” to establish good relations, 
to report disputes to the Security 
Council, adopt new border treaties 
and settle their differences over 
refugees, 

Before the session began, the 
United States was reported ready 
to suggest that the U.N. General 
Assembly handfe the Balkans situ- 
ation if the Secprity Council can- 
not do so because of Russia's veto. 

An authoritative source said 
that Herschel V. Johnson, United 
States deputy on the Security 
Council, was prepared to make 
an important statement outlining 

the United States position sub- 
stantially this way: 

1. The United Statés hopes 
that the Security Council will 
act to meet the situation. But, 
if the council cannot do that, 
because of the use of the veto, 
the United States is confident 
that the General Assembly will 
handle the situation. 

2. The United States feels 
strongly on the Soviet use of 
the veto. It does not like the 
implications in the Soviet ac- 
tion. 


3. The United States has de- 
cided views toward what it 
feels has been the defiance of 
Albania, Yugoslavia and Bul- 
garia in refusing to co-operate 
with the Security Council's 
group left in the trouble area. 

4. Finally, the United States, 
contrary to reports that it might

‘Dud’ Bomb Tossed About Office 
Two Weeks Found to Be ‘Live’ 


John Erhardt, chief of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association police 
squad, inadvertently played with 
death for the last two weeks he 
learned today. 

On July 26, two small boys 
knocked on the door of Erhardt’s 
office, 714 West Broadway, East 
St. Louis, and presented him with 
& 20-pound fragmentation bomb 
they had found at the Mississippi 
river’s edge about 50 feet south of 
Eads Bridge. . 

Erhardt thanked them, noticed 
the missile had a propeller and 
fuse attached, but thought it must} 


Be a dud and tossed it into a back 
room. Nothing happened. In the 
next few days, members of his 
staff picked up the bomb, passed 
it back and forth and threw it on 
the floor. Still nothing happened. 

Today, however, Erhardt re- 
ceived a report from Lee R. John- 
son Jr., demolition expert of the 
St. Louis Ordnance District, to 
whom he ha@ sent the bomb. John- 
son said it way loaded with enough 
explosives to blow Erhardt and his 
office to smithaéreens and it could

REJECTS POLISH 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee told Parliament 
today that Britain would reduce 
its armed forces, impose a limited 
direction of labor and seek re 
laxations of clauses in the United 
States loan agreement to help ease 
its growing economic crisis. 

He said also that workers “in 
the more essential industries” 
would have to work longer and 
that coal miners would be asked 
to labor half an hour a day addi- 
tional, 

Attlee said Britain also would 
cut down its imports in a manner 
that would mean “hardships for 
many people.” 

He said the United States, at 
Britain's entreaty, 
discuss the sterling ertibility 
and non-discrimination in trade 
agreements in the $3,750,000,000 
loan, which Attlee said would be 
exhausted this year. 

He denied, as Winston Churchill 
had charged on Monday, that the 
Labor Government had “frittered 
away” the American billions, ad- 
vanced after termination of lend- 
lease from which Britain received 
$31,267,240,530 from the United 
States and gave back in reverse 
deals $6,319,792,047. 

Cut in Armed Strength. 

Attlee said British armed 
strength would be reduced by 420,- 
000 men by next March. The 
forces numbered 1,297,300 men on 
July 1, 

“An exhaustive inquiry has been 
instituted into the whole future 
of our defense policy,” he said. 

At another point, the Labor 
Government leader said Britain 
was increasing the rate of its 
troop withdrawals from  over- 
s@as. 

“Despite these accelerations in 
the rate of withdrawal, there is 
no change in our foreign policy 
or in the defense policy which 
underlies our foreign policy,” 
Attlee asserted. 

The Prime Minister said his So- 
clalist Government would “have 
to take some measure of control 
over the employment of labor” in 
order to stimulate production. He 
continued:

“This will involve some sacrifice 
of individual liberty, though as 
little as possible. It may be neces- 
sary to take steps to limit em- 
ployment on less essential work.” 

Attlee said the Government also 
would.“take action” against any

Rejects a Coalition. 

Attlee rejected suggestions in 
Conservative newspapers that he 
invite the Conservatives to join in 
a coalition government, thus 
abandoning his socialist program, 
He said: 

“No question of a _ coalition 
arises. ...I say to one and all: 
‘This is your fight.’” 

Attlee continued: 

“I am appealing to all the peo- 
ple of this country to co-operate 
wholeheartedly with the Govern- 
ment, juat as they did in the war. 
To win through requires the same 
qualities as those displayed during 
those years.” 

Oppositi members interjected: 
“And the same leadership.” 

The interruption, harking back 
to the wartime leadership of 
Churchill, produced an uproar of 
cheers and counter-cheers. 

To save dollars, Attlee said, 
Britain would permit movie mak- 
ers showing films here to converts 
only a fourth of their earnings

Britons overseas to spend only 
$140 on foreign vacations in the 
14-month period beginning Oct. 1, 
instead of $300 in the yéarly period 
as at present, and cut. by one- 
third the basic gasoline ration of 
11 gallons a month for private mo- 
torists with 10-horsepower cars, 
Plans Boost in Crops. 
Attlee said the Government 
would strive for a 20 per cent 
increase in domestic farm produc- 
tion and “press ahead with our 
plans for the expansion of produc- 
tion in the colonial empire.”

Jollows: 


E had to pay for the war (first World War) with an immense 
proportion of our foreign investments; increased industrialism 
abroad thrust heavily on us and we found ourselves instead of 


having a large export business, 


afterwards with our balance of payments only achieved with great 


difficulty. 
And the second World War has 


been more costly. Let us remem-| 


ber that for a whole year we stood 
alone. The greater part of our 
foreign investments have been 
sold. Our debts accumulated, Our 
export trade was reduced to less 
than one-third... . 

The United States and Canadian 
loans were essential measures to 
buy time for ourselves; the time 
which was also needed for the 
rest of the old world to recover.... 

We all hoped the loan would 
last us... well into 1949, pos- 
sibly into 1950, by which time 
there was a reasonable cahnce 
that we should have redeployed 
our economy and be in sight of 
equilibrium. As things have 
turned. out, it is now certain that 
that loan will be exhausted be- 
fore the end of this year... . 

We are compelled to buy largely 
from the Western Hemisphere in 
dollars and at high prices... . 

The rest of the world is suffer- 
ing from the same difficulties 
. . » 80 there is a world shortage 
of dollars. 

Cites Dollar Deficit. 

The salient feature of recent de- 
velopments is an increase in the 
doliar deficit. 

For the year 1946 our total dol- 
lar deficit was under 350,000,000 
pounds ($1,400,000,000) even if we 
include the Canadian dollar out- 

ings. 

In the first six months of 1947 
the United States dollar deficit 
was 405,000,000 pounds ($1,620,000,- 
000), representing an annual rate 
of 810,000,000 pounds ($3,240,000,- 
Sper, 0. 

It is clear, therefore, that the 
drain cannot be allowed to go on 
at this rate. It is sometimes as- 
sumed that all our difficulties 
have arisen because of the loan 
agreement with the United States 
and in particular because of its 
provisions concerning convertibil- 
ity and non-discrimination. . . 
“The problem of convertibility 
really a problem of the world 
shortage of dollars rather than 
one arising particularly from the 
loan agreement.

Transport is the 
conveyor belt of industry—it must 
keep pace with production... . 

Agriculture is a great potential 
dollar-saver. We must produce

The Government is going to set 
a high target before agricufture— 
nothing less than an extra 100,- 
000,000 pounds worth of food by 
1951-52.

We 
shall need a big capital outlay and 
heavy commitments on the part of 
the agricultural producers.

In 
the first case we should have ex- 
penditure overseas and in the sec- 
ond we should increase our labor 
force at home, At present we have 
some half a million men and wom- 
en in the forces overseas. ...

Such a reduced rate of buying 
from hard currency sources will 
mean that we shall confine our 
buying from those sources to 
essential foods, 

Our bulk, long-term contracts 
for staple foodstuffs from these 
areas will not, of course, be in- 
terfered with, but for the present 
we must largely confine ourselves 
to such purchases as far as hard 
currency sources are concerned. 
The House will wish to know what 
effect this decision will be likely 
to have upon our level of distri- 
bution of foodstuffs in the coming 
months. That will depend upon a 
number of factors. It will depend 
on the degree to which we are 
able to buy our foodstuffs from 
soft currency sources.

MUST SOLVE OWN CRISIS 


Economic Analysts Decide Only Solutions 


Are Either Vastly Increased Production or 
Sharp Cut in Standard of Living.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— |

These analysts do not make 
policy. But it is significant that 
none of them even considers the 
possibility of an additional Amer- 
ican loan to Britain. Their feel- 
ing, and that of many top policy- 
making officials, it that such a 
procedure could go on forever 
without basic results.

May Ease Restrictions. 

Any help which goes to Brit- 
ain in addition to the “present 
$3,750,000,000 loan will have to be 
forthcoming within the frame- 
work of the Marshall plan, of- 
ficials said here. They did not, 
however, rule out completely the 
possibility that the United States 
may ease some of the discrimina- 
tion clauses of the present loan 
agreement to allow Britain to

Charge Against Costello. 

Costello was charged specifical- 
ly with perjury in his testimony 
before the grand jury. It was re- 
ported the other indictments in- 
volve conspiracy in committing 
vote frauds. Other defendants 
were expected to surrender later 
today.

Ashes of Ex-Senator Harry Hawes 
Are Scattered on Current River 


Night Ceremony at 


Bridge Downstream 


From Favorite Fishing Spot of Wildlife 
Conservationist—Plaque Proposed.

DONIPHAN, Mo., Aug. 6—The 
ashes of Harry B. Hawes, ‘former 
United States Senator from Mis- 
souri, were scattered lightly by 
the wind on the waters of the 


Both Williams and Mrs. John- 
son previously were indicted by a 
county grand jury investigating 
the 1946 primary. 

The perjury indictment against 
Costello, who is a lawyer, indi- 
cated also improper conduct on 
the part of Williams.

He was released on $1000 
bond on the perjury indictment 
and on a similar bond on another 
indictment, the contents of which 
may not be disclosed until co-de- 
fendants have been apprehended. 

The jury, which on July 11 re- 
turned indictments against five 
defendants from the tenth pre- 
cinct of the Second Ward, added 
yesterday to its list of defendants 
-aamancen Fim from another machine 
stronghold which had been at- 
tacked in state indictments. The 
state cases were weakened when 
ballots impounded by the grand 
jury for use as evidence against 
most of 71 defendants were stolen 
from the Jackson county court- 
house safe which was blown open 
the night of May 27-28. 


Ballots from the tenth precinct 
of the First Ward and the fifth 
of the Second Ward were among 
those stolen, but that did not deter 
the federal grand jury, which in- 
cludes four women, in its search- 
ing and continuing inquiry. Its 
investigation involved hearing wit- 
nesses embracing voters and elec- 
tion officials from both of those 
precincts, 


Looking Into McKissick’s Ward. 
The jury continued to expand 
its inquiry today, going beyond 
the state’s investigation, although 
its immediate inquiry concerned 
@ precinct in the’ Second Ward, 
long a machine-deliverable ward 
dominated by Henry McKissick, 
tavern owner. It proceeded today 
to examine witnesses from the 
twenty-first precinct of that ward. 
Subpenas also were issued today 
for residents of the eleventh pre- 
cinct, First Ward, another ma- 
ehine-deliverable ward. 
Previously, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, the jury had analyzed bal- 
lots and vote| records from the 
- Twenty-first precinct, since they 
were not among those stolen. 
One of today’s witnesses was Rob- 
ert McKissick, precinct captain 
and brother of the ward boss. 
Others included election officials 
and voters, many of them Negroes. 
Testimony of witnesses from 
that precinct, which began late 
yesterday, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, indicated a repetition of 
the familiar machine pattern of 
“ghost voters” and repeaters, Evi- 
dence was introduced in one in- 
stance, supported by official rec- 
ords of the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics here, that a voter who was 
recorded as casting a ballot at the 
August primary had died a month 
before. 


Five Attack Indictments. 


Arguments were to be heard by 
Judge Ridge tomorrow on behalf 
of the five defendants from the 
First Ward. They are based on 
efforts to quash the indictments 
and on a demand for a bill of 
particulars, detailing specifically 
the names of citizens deprived of 
votes, 

Similar legal tactics were at- 
tempted without avail during the 
indictments resulting from gross 
fraud at the 1936 general election.

UNION CONTRACTS 


NLRB Regards Them as 
Legal, but Says They 
Cannot Foreclose 


Rights Under Law. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
The National Labor 
Board said today that labor con- 
tract clauses aimed at avoiding 
damage suits under the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act are legal but “unenforce- 
able.” 

A board spokesman explained 
that clauses obtained by the AFL 
United Mine Workers and by the 
CIO United Auto Workers in its 
Ford contract, would not foreclose 
the right of either party to sue 
under the new labor law. In both 
cases, the parties agreed to settle 
their differences without recourse 
to suits under the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 

The NLRB spokesman said that 
either party to such agreement 
could nonetheless bring a damage 
suit, file an unfair labor practice 
charge or petition for an election.

The NLRB pointed out that in 
any case such agreements still 
leave both parties liable to suits by 
individual employes, consumers or 
corporations who suffer from lack 
of materials and supplies because 
of a strike or unfair labor practice.

American -Firms Awarded $82,400,000 for 
Work on Highways, Railroads 
and Ports. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
The State Department gave high 
priority today to the reconstruc- 
tion of Greek highways, railroads 
and ports as a part of the $300,- 
000,000 program to bolster that 
nation against Communism, 


Representing the physical start 
on civilian aspects of the pro- 
gram, contracts totaling $82,400,- 
000 were awarded yesterday to 
‘American construction and engi- 
neering firms for highway-rail- 
road-seaport projects. 

Simultaneously, the department 
announced that an advance group 
of American contractors has left 
by plane for Athens to start the 
work, 

The contracts were negotiated 
on a_ cost-plus-fixed-fee basis 
without bids. The department 
said they were awarded in ac- 
cordance with the companies’ ex- 
perience in overseas work and 
with past performance on Govern- 
ment contracts, 

Greek highways, railroads and 
ports were systematically wrecked 


}}by German troops as they evac- 


uated the country after a four- 
year occupation. Since then, 
further destruction bas been car- 
ried out, and repair work hindered 
by military operations against 
guerrilla forces. 

The State Department said “the 
restoration of the Greek highway 
system presents the most difficult 
single public reconstruction prob- 
lem.” For this work, roughly 


> a 


$10,300,000 has been allocated in 
dollars and $38,700,000 for ex- 
penditure locally in drachma. 

Workers paid in drachma (the 
Greek currency) may purchase 
badly needed consumer goods, 
such as food and clothing, from 
stocks which will be provided by 
this country. Dwight Griswold, 
alministrator of the aid program, 
has said $' 5,000,000 worth of such 
goods will be shipped to Greece. 

To repair Greek railroads, 
about $8,500,000 in dollars and $6,- 
500,000 in drachma have been al- 
lotted. For restoration of the 
ports of Piraeus, Salonika and 
Volos and the clearing of the Cor- 
inth canal, the department said 
some $11,600,000 in dollars and 
$5,900,000 in drachma had been 
assigned. 

The largest block of Greek 
work, $64,000,00,00, went jointly to 
these three companies for rehabil- 
itation of railways, highways and 
bridges—Johnson, Drake & Piper, 
Inc. New York; Guy F. Atkin- 
son, Inc., San Francisco; and 
Star, Park & Freeman, New York. 

A contract Jor $17,500,000 for 
reconstruction of three Greek 
ports and clearance of the Cor- 
inth canal was awarded to Grove, 
Shepherd, Wilson’ & Kruge, Inc., 
New York; and J. Rich Steers, 
Inc., New York. 

A third contract for $900,000 
was awarded to United States 
Steel Corp. for fabrication of stee] 
for 14 bridges.

AIRPORT GRANT 


Study of New CAA Rules 
Will Precede Taking of 
$1,000,000 Aid, Kinsey 
Says. 


New Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration regulations will be studied 
by city officials before a $1,000,000 
grant for airport construction will 
be accepted, President Milton M. 
Kinsey of the Board of Public

Competitor Says 3 Month: 
Isn’t Enough Time 
Complete Sketch. 


Architect George Howe, advise! 
to the competition comimittee o: 
‘the Jefferson National Expansion 
‘Memorial, was surprised but un- 
moved by a letter he received to- 
day purporting to convey Thomas 
Jefferson's objections to certain 
features of the $125,000 competi- 
tion for a riverfront memorial 
plan. 

The letter, written by an anony- 
mous New York competitor (all 
communications between competi- 
tors and the committee must be 
anonymous), took the committee 
to task for not granting an ex- 
tension of-the three-month period 
for submission of sketches.

The increase of not quite $93,- 
000,000 over the budget recom- 
mendation is in sharp contrast 
with President Truman's call on 
Congress, in his special message 
of July 16, for an additional $237, 
000,000 for Army flood control 
work in the Mississippi water- 
shed.

There was no immediate flood 
problem when the original budget 
requests were, being prepared, 
Then the effect of the terrific 
rains of April, May and June in 
northern Missouri and lowa, Kan- 
gas and Nebraska began to ac- 
cumulate.

Molotov'’s Mistake. 


That the revelation of the Mar- 
shall plan rocked Moscow back 
on its heels is thought to have 
been proved by the fact that For- 
eign Commissar Molotov declined 
to join a European economic fed- 
eration. If he had retained pres- 
ence of mind, it is argued, he 
would have made Russia a mem- 
ber and then proceeded—on the 
model of the United Nations—to 
wreck the undertaking from with- 
in. One may surmise that the 
chief fear of some of the pro- 
moters was that Russia would do 
precisely that. 

Entries in the timetable have 
not been lacking since the Har- 
vard speech, There is Lt, Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer’s mysterious 
activity in China, following the 
authorization of munition deliv- 
eries to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. The Kremlin was’ 
forced to unmask its batteries, 
for all the world to see, in Hun- 
gary and Romania. It felt obliged 
to alienate Czechoslovakia by sub- 
jecting the Prague government to 
the humiliation of canceling its 
adherence to the Marshall plan. 
In the Sécurity Council of the 
United Nations, Russia has been 
lec to more and more frequent 
barefaced employment of the veto. 


Shrewd Greek Suggestion. 


Perhaps’ the shrewdest stroke 
was the suggestion of the Greek 
representative in the United Na- 
tions, with American s ypport, that 
article 43 of chapter Wit of the 
charter might be inv#ked for re- 
sistance to armed aggression in 
the Hellenic Kingdom, The text 
reads: 

“All members of the United Na- 
tions, in order to contribute to 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security, undertake to 
make available to the Security 
Council, on its call and ip accord- 
ance with a special agreement or 
agreements, armed forces, assist- 
ance and facilities, including 
rights of passage, necessary for 
the purpose of maintaining inter- 
national peace and security.” ’ 


Authorization for the Security 
Council to employ such forces is 
contained in article 42, If the 
Security Council considers that 
economic .and other non-military 
measures listed in article 41 would 
be inadequate or have been proved 
to be inadequate, “it may take 
such action by air, sea or land 
forces as may be necessary.” 

It is true that the United Na- 
tions has no armed power at its 
disposition. It is also true that 
the “special agreement or agree- 
ments” mentioned in article 43 
have not yet been negotiated. 
Furthermore, such decisions dur- 
ing the transition: period would 
require an affirmative vote ~ of 
seven of the 11 members of the 
Security Council, 
concurring votes of the perma- 
nent members. The permanent 
members are the Soviet Union, 
the United Kingdom, the United 
States, France and China. There- 
fore the Russian veto could again 
be brought into play. 


But the action of the Athens 
representative served notice that 
under certain future conditions 
the United States and its associ- 
ates might be called upon to in- 
tervene with force, on behalf of 
international peace and security, 
in the Greek Peninsula.

A Rule of Austerity 


Prime Minister Attlee is seeking new powers 
to deal with the grave economic situation in 
Britain. His action was unavoidable, for it is 
clear that the Labor Government will have to 
exert itself more decisively than before if it is 
to survive, 

Apportioning guilt for the economic situation 
is a thoroughly uneconomic waste of time. The 
Labor Government inherited a bad situation. It 
took over a run-down production plant on a war- 
torn island, and a huge war debt. " 

On that basis, the nationalization program 
could hardly be tested so soon. It has not been, 
as the London Economist makes plain in an 
article on this page. It is easy to blame Labor 
for the costly social program, but even the Con- 
servatives have not disavowed those plans. The 
Economist says “there is not a single item in 
this grievous overload that would have been 
substantially different if Mr. Churchill had been 
in office.” 

Too much has been made of faltering coal pro- 
duction. For one thing, many types of produc- 
tion have increased under Labor. For another, 
England's coal pits were notoriously overworked 
and under-capitalized when Labor acquired 
them, and the limited buying power of the work- 
ers has played havoc with incentives to produce. 

Production is not the sole answer to the crisis. 
Overall British production is estimated to he 10 
to 20 per cent higher than in 1938. But infla- 
tion ahd heavy imports have eaten up this out- 
put until Britain probably will have a trade 
deficit of $1,800,000,000 inthe next year. 

None of this absolves the Labor Government 
from shirking the responsibility Which it sought 
to remedy a situation which it accepted. Most 
Englishmen agree that their country is living 
beyond its means. What is called for is a rule 
of austerity. 

A rigid policy would combine more produc- 
tion, better use of manpower, tough taxation, a 
clamp on wages as well as prices and reduced 
Government spending. This would. help increase 
exports, pay for imports and raise the living 
standard. 

Similar action probably would be required of 
any government in England right now. Even a 
Conservative Government could hardly dodge 
the gravity of inflation, and a Socialist Govern- 
ment, which believes in an organized economy, 
has no excuse to try evasion. What Mr. Attlee 


faces is not so much a test of doctrine as a. 


challenge to leadership. 

Has the Labor Government the tenacity to 
apply such remedies? The specific weakness of 
past Socialist regimes, like that of Ramsay Mac- 
Donald in England and the Social Democrats in 
Austria, Germany, Italy and elsewhere was that 
they refused to be strong. They were never de- 
cisive, never willing to risk unpopularity with 
any sizable segment of the people. 

These ,Socialist governments, in short, never 
dared to try to be socialistic. Maybe that was 
why they failed. They temporized with their 
opposition and behaved like capitalists. They 
sold themselves to the people as one thing but 
turned out to be something else. When the 


people were disillusioned, Socialism usually gave 


way to reaction, 

‘If the Attlee Cabinet should fall victim to 
similar fears and inertia, England's crisis has 
only begun. It appears that only inspired lead- 
ership, as Sumner Welles stated, “can check the 
growing trend toward the substitution of some 
form of totalitarianism for Britain’s democracy.” 

Prolonged économic desperation usually re- 
sults in dangerous political swings. The Labor 


Government is compelled to use its powers, and . 


use them emphatically, to prevent such tragedy.

Slow Motion at Nuernberg 

The mills of justice grind slowly at Nuern- 
berg. It is now announced by Gen. Telford 
Taylor that trials of the major German war 
criminals will not be concluded until early next 
spring. That is Gen, Taylor’s goal. But it 
would not be surprising, judging from past per- 
formance, if they dragged*on until next sum- 
mer., The war by then will have been over for 
three years. 

It took the better part of a year to try the 
top Nazis. Justice Jackson bent backward to 
impress the Germans with the fairness and thor- 
oughness of Anglo-Saxon justice. In fact, he 
bent backward so far that, :by the timg the trials 


were over, public reaction, in Germany and else- ° 


where, became one of lost interest and even 
fatigue. And the public, including the German 
public, was inclined to raise its eyebrows at 
some of the verdicts. Why, a lot of people 
wanted to know, did Rudolf Hess, former No. 2 
Nazi, escape the gallows? 

Hess surely was one of the architects of the 
war. Strongly influenced by the geopolitician, 
Dr. Haushofer, Hess in turn influenced Hitler 
in the technique and design of conquest. Hess 
was Hitler’s cellmate during the time “Mein 
Kampf” was written. He is supposed to have 
been Hitler’s secretary, but in all probability 
was co-author of the book. While Hess posed 
as insane during the trial, it is the opinion of 
those who know him well that he’s as “crazy 
as a fox.” He is now, as a prisoner, drawing 
up plans for the Fourth Reich. 

If there was some excuse for permitting the 
first trial to drag on interminably, there seems 
little excuse to repeat the process in the case 
The case against most of them 
is very powerful, yet the American authorities 
permit the Germans and their lawyers to en- 
gage in the most quibbling defense detail. In- 


‘stéad of being impressed by Western justice, 


the Germans themselves must be laughing up 
their sleeves at its slowness. They wouldn't 
take so long to dispatch their enemies. 

One of the: important reasons for the war 
trials was to impress upon the German people 
the danger of engaging in aggressive warfare. 
But the long, legalistic delays have deadened 
the lesson of, the trials. The Germans them- 
selves are bored with them, and all they want 
to know now is what the score is: Who's guilty 
and what's the sentence? With all due regard 
fér Gen. Taylor’s painstaking passion for de- 
tial, he ought to speed up the trials and get 
them over with.

From every side there are warnings that 
the economic crisis js reaching desperate 
proportions. That the Government is fail- 
-ing to give the country any leadership is 
too obvious to be argued. 

Ministers deserve some charity. But not 
as much as they take. They have a ten- 
dency to claim that what is within their 
control has been done well, and that what 
is bad is beyond their control. 

There is no such sharp separation. Some 
part of the deficit in the balance of pay- 
ments, it is true, is the result of disturb- 
ances in the outside world over which the 
British Government has no control, The 
guess can be hazarded that about half the 
deficit is of this character. But the other 
half of the deficit is of our own making. 


The accepted doctrine, which the Govern- 
ment is proclaiming on every hoarding, is 


that the general output of the country is © 


too low and that the remedy lies in greater 
individual effort all round. There are 
sectors of the national economy where the 
trouble is manifestly under-production: coal 
and textiles are the most obvious examples. 


Burdens on Production 


But it is certainly not true thaf the 
aggregate of all goods and services is low. 
On the contrary, the estimates of national 
income show a higher level than in 1938. 
Steel production, the volume of traffic on 
railways, the consumption of gas and elec- 
tricity—all of these are above, and some of 
them well above, their prewar levels. 

But consider for a moment the burdens 
the community is laying upon its, produc- 
tive output. The following is not even a 
complete list of the programs that have 
been setgon foot by the unanimous agreée- 
ment of the British people: 

The further increase of a standard of 
consumption which was, in 1946, already as 
high as in 1938. ; 

Creation of a national health service and 
the extension of the national educational 
system. 

A considerable extension of social insur- 
ance, 

The creation and full employment of a 
building industry larger, than ever before. 

Repair of war damage and overtaking of 
wartime arrears of maintenance. 

Re-equipment of several major industries. 

An export program of 175 per cent of the 
prewar volume. 

Servicing of a vast war debt. 

A large colonial development and welfare 
program, 

Maintenance of peacetime armed forces 
at least twice as large as ever before. 

Acceptance of responsibility for a large 
slice of Germany. 


Even With Mr. Churchill 


Is it any wonder that, even with the 
output index at 110 or 120 per cent of what 
it was in 1938, there is universal evidence 
of shortage? Yet the essential point to 
remember is that there is not a single item 
in this grievous overload that would have 
been substantially different if Mr. Churchill 
had been in office. 

The main subject of party controversy, 
the Government’s nationalization program, 
is of sublime irrelevance to the present 
economic situation. That situation is not

the Labor Government's fault: it is the 
fault of the whole presént generation. 

It is not the output of the British econ- 
omy that is mainly wrong but the require- 
ments that are put upon it. What is basic- 
ally wrong with the British economy at the 
moment is that, as a nation, we are trying 
to consume much more than we produce. 


Scarce goods and materials are sucked 
out,of the working capital of industry. The 
trade unions exploit the shortage of labor 
to extort more pay for less work, so that 
the very fact that the supply of goods is 
below the demand for them leads to a 
further restriction of supply. 


“A Plan for Realism” 


The first essential is for the nation to 
make up its mind that it will not try to 
consume more than it produces—nobody is 
proposing that it should consume any less, 
Capitalist economics of the orthodox type 
can successfully cope with situations such 
as this. If all markets were free, prices 
would rise until the excess demand was 
choked off. 


This process has many defects. It pays 
no attention to equity as between individ- 
uals; it hurts th® poor man more than the 
rich. It is socially blind in its incidence. 

Is there any method by which planning 
can achieve the same result, without the 
social irresponsibility? There is still a 
chance for the technique of planning-to get 
the country out of its mess. But it will 
require planning of a kind quite different 
from what has been seen hitherto, It is 
not very difficult to sketch the outline of 
a plan for realism: 


First, form a realistic estimate of what 
the community can produce. 


Second, deduct from this the resources 
that will be needed for all the govern- 
mental programs with which it is decided 
to proceed. 


Third, deduct further the resources need- 
ed for all the projects of capital creation, 
public and private, that are to be author- 
ized, 


Fourth, deduct exports and add imports, 


Painful for Politicians 


Fifth, the result will be what is available 
for the consumption of the people and 
steps must be taken—by taxation, by wage 
policy or otherwise—to see that they do 
not have for spending more than is enough 
to buy this remainder. 

Sixth, drastically reduce Government ex- 
penditure in order to make the consumable 
residuum large enough to prevent riots in 
the streets. 

This, of course. would be a very painful 
process. For the politicians, it would be 
even more painful than “natural” deflation, 
since the sacrifice of pleasant dreams that 
it involves would be more conscious and 
deliberate. But unless the planners make 
haste to plan for realism, the blind forces 
of economic nature will take over—either 
because the people revolt against controls, 
or through the massive growth of black 
markets. It is the planners’ last chance.

Between Book Ends 


Racism, an Expensive Luxury 
THE HIGH COST OF PREJUDICE, by Buctiia Moon, 

(Julian Messner, inc., New York.) 

Prejudice involves the question of right 
and wrong, but Bucklin Moon Is not at the 
moment worried about that. He is con- 
cerned about what racial prejudice costs, 
as expressed in terms of inefficiency. 

It is costly in employment discrimina- 
tion, in keeping the Negro poor (which 
means keeping the South poor), in the im- 
paired effectiveness of a Jim Crow army, 
in the inferior buying power of second- 
class citizens, in the splitting of the labor 
movement by Jim Crow unions, — the 
breeding of disease and crime racial 
ghettos. 

The question is whether America can 
afford to pay the price of these wastes. 
Mr. Moon's answer, given with earnestness 
and convincingness, is that it can't. 


Outstanding in cost is the prejudice and 
discrimination against the Megro, individ- 
ual in its origin but pervading the group 
with its poison with detriment to both. 
The treatment of the Negro the author 
calls the common denominator of all dis 
crimination, conditioning in ratio, though 
in lesser degree, the hardships inflicted 
upon other minorities, 

The disturbing fact is, as the author sees 
it, that racial antagonisms are on the up- 
‘surge in spite of the rather futile efforts 
that are made to combat them, particular- 
ly in the case of the Negroes and the Jews. 
There is danger, he says, that ihcreased. 
feelings against minorities may drive ud 
into a pattern not too different from Nazi 
Germany, for the seeds are the same. 

An instance of the loss, and therefore 
the cost, industrially, is the failure in the 
South to permit Negroes to continue, after 
they were freed, to practice the skills that 
they had mastered in slavery. They were 
reduced to the status of unskilled labor. 

Suppressed skiljs emerged during the 
war under the impact of necessity, but the 
author predicts that in the peacetime 
South social pressures will remain firm 
against the integration of Negroes into 
industry on anything like an equal basis 
with whites. Rather, he thinks, the South 
will go on paying the high cost of preju- 
dice.

Demagogues such as Senator Bilbo, Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith and J, Frank Norris, 
racists of the K.K.K, stripe, are cited as 
part of the cost the South pays for its 
prejudices. The Southern demagogue is 
described as the end result of ignorance 
and poverty, of white supremacy and vot- 
ing restrictions. 

Segregation is viewed as the one issue 
that must be faced head-on, for within that 
framework Moon finds no solution, eco- 
nomic, moral or practical, and unless there 
is an orderly breakdown of segregation 
there will be no end to paying the high 
cost of prejudice,

This is part of the argument 
advanced by the United States 
Steel Corp. in a lengthy analysis 
of the contract. In that analysis, 
issued July 21, the company said; 

“The negotiators for the coal 
operators were strongly of the 
opinion that the surest protec- 
tion against further inflation is 
continued industrial production 
at a high level in all fields of 
activity.

They see in the Jewish 
demand for incrgased immigration 
and Jewish control of it, a means 
toward the political objective of 
founding such a foreign political 
sovereignty in pan-Arabia, 


U.N.’s Precarious Role. 


On those theses, the issue can- 
not be settled by partition, giv- 
ing the Jews a sovereign state, 
governing immigration and main- 
taining an army. The Arabs argue 
that the known Zionist aim is all 
Palestine and Trans-Jordan, and 
such a state would not-—in any 
likelihood—remain static. 

A bi-national state is the pref- 
erence, not only of the British 
but of the Russians and Arabs. 
But it would not be accepted by 
any Zionist groups except the 
Communists, for it means total 
defeat for the Jewish political- 
state idea. 

The U.N, commission is, there- 
fore, confronted with the problem 
of making recommendations which 
if carried out—in any case—will 
be a radical defeat for one side 
or the other and which will take 
force to establish and maintain.

Mize’s pair of round trippers, 
his thirty-third and thirty-fourth 
of the season came in the Giants’ 
ninety-sixth game and put him 
two games ahead of Ruth’s rec- 
ord-setting pace. The Babe did 
not hit his thirty-fourth until the 
New York Yankees had entered 
their ninety-eighth game. Big 
John has 58 games in which to 
hit the 26 homers he needs for a 
tie. 

The Georgia larruper, except for 
the late Lou Gehrig, is the only 
lefthanded hitter to threaten 
seriously Ruth’s homer record.

An Upset but Neither Seems Upset 


DiMartino 
Ends Go in 
88 Seconds 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug = 
(AP)—Joe DiMartino of Bri ge- 
port, journeyman pugilist who's 
been campaigning half a dozen 
years without setting the fistic 
world afire, rudely upset Marty 
Servo's comeback applecart last 
night with a one-round knockout 
of the former world's welter- 
weight champion. 

DiMartino, ‘outweighing Servo 
' 3148 pounds to 143 and punching 
like a maniac, not only knocked

dumped him three times before 
that—all in a minute and 28 rec- 
onds. 

Though the fight was over al- 
most as soon as it started, the 
3294 spectators saw as much ac- 
tion as they reasonably sould have 
expected had it gone the full 10 
rounds. 

The fighters clinched when they 
first met in mid-ring, and as they 
broke DiMartino chopped a short 
right to the chin which dropped 
Servo for a count of two. No 
sooner was he on his feet than an- 
other right sent him down a sec- 
ond time. Then it was up again 
after a nine count, down again 
for a six count, up again and 
down again-—-this time through 
the ropes and into the first row 
ringside, Spectators tried to boost 
Servo to his feet, but he lay mo- 
tionless, 

Short though the fight was, 
had its share of shenanigans, Di- 
Martino partisans howled that 
Servo's handlers were trying to 
sprinkle water on him as he lay 
on the canvas after the second 
knockdown, and Timekeeper Her- 
mar Herb said he had to flatten 
his body against the bell to pre- 
vent a person or persons unknown 
from ringing it, bringing the 
round to a premature end as 
Servo dazedly tried to ward off 
DiMartino'’s rushes. 

Servo, who started his comeback 
campaign in Albany, N.Y., two 
weeks ago by knocking out Benny 
Singleton of Waterbury, had noth- 
ing to say in his dressing room. 
His manager, “Weskit” Al Weill, 
shrugged off the disappointment 
with the remark: 

“My boy was cold.” 

The contract for the fight 
called for a return match within 
30 days if DiMartino won, but 
Weill said after the fight he 
wouldn’t know about Servo's fu- 

plans for several days at 


DiMartino, though he claims 
the Connecticut welterweight title, 
scarcely is known outside his own 
bailiwick.

They could have 
eased the controls on the uranium 
they were “cooking,” but if they 
had their “ovens” might have 
melted away.

1. Construction materials that 
will withstand high tempera- 
tures as well as terrific bombard- 
ment by atomic neutrons.

OMMENDATIONS are as fa- 
miliar to Dr. Florence Rena 
Sabin asa test tube. In almost 

50 years that she devoted to sci- 
entific research, her first career, 
Dr. Sabin found herself on many 
rostrums accepting honorary de- 
grees and citations. She has heard 
herself hajled as the first woman 
to win a medical degree from 
Johns Hopkins University, the 
first woman to serve on that 
school’s faculty, the first woman 
member of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research, first 
woman president of the American 
Association of Anatomists and 
finally as “the greatest living 
woman scientist.” 

Recently, the American Brother- 
hood of Arts and Sciences at a 
big civic luncheon here went a 
step farther and lauded her as 
“one of the world’s great humani- 
tarians.” 

All of which, naturally, pleases 
the small, plump, gray-haired 75- 
yearSid woman. But the verbal 
accolade that is certain to make 
her glark eyes twinkle with un- 
concealed joy is the one delivered 


. not long ago by Gov, Lee Knous 


of her home state, Colorado, 
Speaking to a friend recently, the 
Governor said: 

“Dr. Sabin? Brother, there isn’t 
aman in the Legislature who 
wants to tangle with her. She's 
an atom bomb.” 


Dr. Sabin doesn’t look dynamic 
or terrifying. ‘Instead, she resem- 
bles a quiet, kind and patient 
grandmother who might be found 
knitting any evening on-the front 
porch, or perhaps in the front 
row of one of these breakfast 
radio programs waiting to be 
bussed on the cheek and presented 
with an orchid. She doesn’t look 
like the type that would even 
question the corner grocer on the 
outrageous price of meat, let alone 
mix verbal blows with politi- 
cians. A Colorado legislator who 
finished second in an exchange 
with Dr. Sabin not long ago said, 
“That woman ¥ wonderful. She 
sits there so quiet you get to think 
you're dealing with Whistler's 
mother. It’s only after you've 
gone home that you realize you've 
promised her your coat, vest and 
shirt.” 

But Gov. Knous and the legis- 
lator were well aware of Colora- 
do's debt to Dr. Sabin when they 
praised her. They knew that 
she was chiefly responsible for 
the new deal Colorado is to get 
in health legislation, aimed at 
making that health resort state as 
healthy as it thought it was. And 
they were quite aware of how 
this woman came out of retire- 
ment two years ago, barnstormed 
the state, attended hundreds of 
meetings, organized committees, 
made personal visits to opponents 
and overcame inertia, ignorance, 
vested interests and patronage to 
convince Coloradoans of the neces- 
sity of the proposed health legis- 
lation, 

Knowledge of Dr. Sabin’s health 
crusade was not limited to a 
few politicians or civic lead- 
ers. The whole state is well ac- 
quainted with her role in this 
project, which accounts for the 
Cact that the bills providing for 
the changes in the state health 
system were known as “The Sabin 
Bills” before they were adopted by 
the state legislature recently,

Sabin swept through the state 
like a whirlwind promoting inter- 
est in Colorado’s health, She visit- 
ed every one of the state’s 63 
counties, convincing residents that 
their disease and death rates 
were a disgrace. Up until then, 
they had assumed that since Colo- 
rado’s towering Rockies formed a 
health resort country, Colorado 
must be healthy. In unmistakable 
language. Dr. Sabin told Colorado- 
ans that 34 states had better’ rec- 
ords for deaths from preventable 
or controllabel diseases; that its 
infant mortality rate was higher 
than that of all except seven states; 
that its state division of health 
had very little funds with which 
to operate; that this division was 
politically controlled; that only 
five of the 63 counties had local 
health departments; that only two 
counties and nine towns were op- 
erating under the Standard Milk 
Ordinance of the VU. S. Public 
Health Service; barely half of 
the communities in the state had 
adequate pollution-free water sup- 
plies; that most of the sewage 
systems in the state were inade- 
quate. And there were scores of 
other unpalatable facts which Dr. 
Sabin pointed out to them and 
made them do something about.

who tells this story: 

“I was just an ex-Senator mind- 
ing my own business and running 
a gold mine when one day last 
spring I received a telephone call 
telling me a woman wanted to see 
me down at the drug store in 
Idaho Springs. I went down and 
there met Dr, Sabin. I'd never 
heard of her. She was a little 
elderly woman with a_ twinkly 
sort of smile that made her eye- 
glasses seem to light up. She 
looked tiny and ineffectual, sit- 
ting on a high stool at the soda 
fountain, We ordered two cokes 
and she started to talk. Before 
I knew it I had promised to work 
on her committee. And look at 
me now! 

“I’m back in the State Senate, 
neglecting my business. I spent 
half my time at health meetings 
in Denver and the other half root- 
ing things up elsewhere for Dr. 
Sabin before the bills were passed. 
And I’m not the only one. Dr, 
Sabin had scores of other people 
just like me, who caught the torch 
for something that nobody could 
have gotten us excited about be- 
fore.” 

Actually, Dr, Sabin says, the 
success of the new health program 
is due to a “people’s movement.” 
She says “I just got the people 
to work and they carried the ball.

FTEN, opposition sprang wp. 
QC) ro: instance, the dairy inter- 
ests had long fought certain 
changes in the state health pro- 
gram and were against “the Sa- 
bin Bills.” The _ scientist-cru- 
sader simply went down to a 
luncheon meeting of the dairy 
men in a Denver hotel. 
just wanted to find out 
they fought it,” says Dr. 
“I figured the best way was to 
ask them. Instead, I wound up 
telling them how important cattle 
inspections, pasteurization and 
vaccination were and finally they 
came around to agreeing with me 
and decided to help pass the bills.” 
While Dr. Sabin relied on local 
groups to put pressure on legis- 
lators, she never refused an invi- 
tation to address any meeting. 
Herbert D. Moe, executive secre- 
tary of the health committee, re- 
calls the time last November 
when he and Dr, Sabin were sup- 
posed to address a meeting in a 
town 125 miles from Denver, At 
daybreak Moe called Dr. Sabin 
to report that there was eight 
inches of snow and ask why didn’t 
they call it off. Her answer Was 
“Meet me at 9 and bring your 
rubbers.” 


Moe says by the time they 
started the state highway patrol 
was warning motorists to get off 
the highways and he tried to per- 
suade her to abandon the trip. 
“There was nothing to do but to 
start out,” continued Moe, “There 
she sat with a shawl tied over her 
head, like a quiet little old grand- 
mother on her way to the corner 
grocery. But we made it. How- 
ever, if it hadn’t been for her I'd 
never have tried it.” 


Dr. Sabin’s determination was 
such that once, while in New York 
attending two medical conventions 
and finding herself with a few 
days between sessions, she flew 
back to Colorado to take advan- 
tage of the time to bring her 
neighbors “more facts of life and 
death in Colorado.” 


The result of this crusade has 
been the adoption of bills by the 
State Legislature taking the state 
health department out of politics, 
providing for inspection of cattle 
and the proper pasteurization and 
vaccination, authorizing counties 
to set up county health units, ex- 
pansion of tuberculosis sanitarium 
facilities and other health meas- 
ures that Dr. Sabin advocated. 


But while this has been a cheer- 
ful reward in itself, probably of 
equal significance to Dr. Sabin has 
been her ability to win people 
almost against their will—this, 
after a Jifetime of cloistered scien- 
tific research. A writer who ob- 
served her in action said, “Many 
who came to hear her were drawn 
by curiosity. Their first shock 
came as she began to speak, for 
the years dropped from her when 
she excoriated unnecessary death, 
She had the ability to make fig- 
ures come to life. When she talked 
of babies made sick by tainted 
milk, mothers felt she was talking 
of their own babies. Her intoler- 
ance towards needless contagion 
was itself contagious.” 

Dr. Sabin's suggestion to per- 
sons interested in promoting 
health legislation or any other 
welfare improvement measures is 
simply, “Take it to the people. 
Inform them, Urge them to or- 
ganize. Get good leadership, and 
then you'll see how quick you'll

At other tables West laid down 
the club ace and a low club for 
East to ruff. A diamond was 
then returned, but declarer had 
salvaged the important trick-—- 
the club king had been preserved 
against a ruff. 

At one table, however, West | 
did not make the superficially 
inviting return of the club ace 
and a low club. This West 
stopped to reason. East’s club 
deuce was either the lowest from 
four or a singleton. If the for- 
mer, South was now void of 
clubs and any club return would 
suffice. But if East's degce was 
a singleton, which appeared like- 
ly, West’s duty was to avoid set- 
ting up even one club trick for 
the declarer. It appeared un- 
likely that East could over-ruff 
dummy’s ten of diamonds; hence, 
to lead the club ace and another 
club, giving East a ruff, then 
presumably to regain the lead 
with a heart and lead a fourth 
club, would do no good. Declarer 
would use dummy’s trump ten, 
which would hold the trick. 

To avoid this, West returned, 
not the ace of clubs, but his low- 
est club. East ruffed and made 
the obviously correct return of a 
trump. Declarer, having nothing 
to lose, finessed and lost to West's 
king. West laid down the spade 
king. Declarer ruffed and ran 
off the diamond suit, but even- 
tually had to concede two more 
club tricks to West’s ace and ten. 

The 700-point penalty was more 
than sufficient compensation for 
the spade game that East-West 
could have made by good play.

Scald milk. Add sugar, shorten- 
ing and salt. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add one-half cup of flour and 
beat well. Soften yeast in luke- 
warm water and add to first mix- 
ture with egg. Beat well again. 
Add vanilla. Add remaining flour 
to make a stiff batter. Beat thor- 
oughly until smooth. Cover and 
let rise until double in bulk 
(about one hour). Stir down. 
Grease a heavy skillet and cover 
bottom. with two layers: of wax 
paper, Afrange cherries in bottom 
of skillet. (If canned cherries are 
used be sure to drain them well.) 
Sprinkle with sugar. Pour melted 
butter or margarine over cherries 
and sugar, Spread batter evenly 
over cherries. Let rise again until 
double in bulk (about 45 min- 
utes). Cover skillet. Bake on top 
of stove over moderate heat about 
five minutes. Reduce heat to very 
low and continue baking 15 to 20 
minutes. Turn out of skillet as 
soon as done.
